Hitler Visits 
Paris Incognito, 


Sees the Sights 


Conqueror of France 
Stands at Napo- 
leon’s Tomb and 
Views Eiffel Tower

BERLIN, June 26 (AP).—Adolf 
Hitler, traveling incognito, paid his 
first visit to Paris yesterday and 
visited the tomb of Napoleon, a 
highly reliable source said today. 
Hitler is known to admire greatly 
the French Emperor. 

While foreign correspondents who 
visited the Hotel des Invalides in 
Paris last week found the famous 
Corsican’s tomb still covered with 
sandbags, all these had been re- 
moved by yesterday for Hitler's 
visit, the informant said. 

Hitler wore a light brown duster 
over his uniform as he entered the 
Hotel des Invalides. Apparently 
moved, he stood for a while in the 
big rotunda whence one gazes down 
at the tomb, then walked to the 
memorial tablet on which Napoleon 
is quoted as follows: 

“I desire that my ashes rest at 
the banks of the Seine among the 
French people whom I loved so 
dearly.” 

Both as he arrived and as he left 
German guards standing before the 
gates presented arms where French 
guards used to stand. 

The German Fuehrer also visited 
the Eiffel Tower. He stood appar- 
ently.deeply impressed by its grace- 
ful lines and the superb view of 
the banks of the Seine. 

A smile of satisfaction crept over 
his face as he saw the Nazi swas- 
tika fluttering in the breeze high 
atop the tower. 

Then Hitler hurried on to the 
beautiful Madeleine Church. 

He also spent considerable time, 
the informant said in France’s Hall 
of War Trophies. 

(This apparently meant the Cour 
d’Honneur and the Musee de L’Ar- 
mee, in the Hotel des Invalides at 
the rear of Napoleon’s tomb.) 
What other spots in the French 
capital were visited by Hitler the 
informant didn’t know, but he took 
it for granted he went to the Louvre 
and the Cathedral of Notre Dame. 
He deduced this from the fact 
that Hitler and Gen. Wilhelm Kei- 
tel, his chief of Staff, were ac- 
companied by German professors 
of art and architecture rather than 
military men.

‘Some Enemy Dead Fell

LONDON, June 26 (AP). — An 
audacious British raid on the Ger- 
man-held continental coastline was 
disclosed today amid suggestions 
that Britain is starting a campaign 
of harassment to prevent the Nazis 
from making full use of those areas 
for a major attack on England. ¢ 
Heavily armed shock troops, sup- 
ported by fleet and Royal Air Force 
units, stormed German positions at 
undisclosed points along the coast. 
They landed men who came away 
with “much useful information,” an 
official announcement said. 
The success of the foray, which 


took place yesterday, was attribut- 
ed by military observers to its ele- 
ment of surprise. 

These sources said significantly, 
however, that “further” raids might 
be equally successful. 

“The party,” said one naval ob- 
server, “may have attacked one of 
the mumerous submarine bases 
which the Germans have construct- 
ed in Belgium, as we did during the 
last war.” 


Zeebrugge Exploit. 


In an extraordinary World War 
attack on Zeebrugge, the Belgian 
port: which had been in German 
hands since early in thé conflict, 
British Admiral Sir Roger Keyes 
had two old cement-filled British 
cruisers sunk to block: the canal 
connecting Zeebrugg* and Bruges— 
a canal through which hastily put- 
together German submarines had 
been swarming out to sea against 
the Allies.

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67 Pct. in U. S. for Aiding Allies, 
Fortune Magazine Survey Shows 


Of These, 40 Pct. Are Against Going to War 


While 26 Pct. 
Now or 


Would Fight 
Later. 


Fortune Magazine's survey of! 
public opinion in the United States 
made after the collapse of France 
before the Nazi armies, indicates 
that the people of the United 
States are fearful of the outcome 
of the European war, are willing 
as never before since the first 
World War to throw resources 
(but not men) into the scales to 
help the Allies, and, meanwhile, 
are determined to prepare for the 
worst by arming. 

Of the total voting, 67.5 per cent 
favor active aid to the Allies as 
compared with 26.1 per cent last 
winter, but of these 40.6 per cent 
want to stay out of the war and 
26.9 per cent to go to war on the 
side of the Allies, 7.7 per cent un- 
conditionally and the other 19.2 per 
cent in case the Allies seem likely 
to lose. , 

Of the prosperous, 28.3 per cent 
favor war now or later; of the poor, 
25.1 per cent. The poor are about 
5 per cent more in favor of taking 
no sides than is the nation as 
a whole, the prosperous are 7 per 
cent less so. By occupation, wage 
earners are the most belligerent, 

anagement the least. Inhabitants 

f small towns and rural areas are 
somewhat more inclined to go to 
war than people in large cities. 

Credit for Allies. 

Sentiment in favor of extending 
credit to the Allies has risen to 
35.2 per cent from 23.8 per cent 
in December. 

However, pro-Ally as the nation 
is as a whole the people who fa- 
vored extending credit to the Allies 
were still a minority of 35.2 per 
cent, This nevertheless, is a consid- 
erable increase over the total in 
December when’ only 11.5 per cent 
favored repeal of the Johnson act 
plus 12.3 per cent favoring it only 
if the Allies seem in danger of los- 
ing. 

A total of 61.4 per cent favors 
providing the Allies with cash (in 
case they ran out) by buying some 
of their territory on this side of the 
ocean. 

In favor of spending whatever is 
necessary to build up as quickly as 
possible our army, navy and air 


18 and 2 by 52.6 per cent. Com- 
pulsory military training was voted 
down in the December survey. A 
total of 41.9 per cent favors a cabi- 
net made up of both Democrats 
and Republicans. 

As to German Victory. 

Five times as many people think 
Germany will win the war as was 
the case nine months ago, These 
total 40.1 per cent of the vote 
against 30.3 who pin their hopes to 
the Allies, By early June not only 
had the Allied cause begun to look 
desperate, but the likelihood of a 
German victory was thought to con- 
stitute a menace to the world in 
general and directly to the U. 8. in 
particular. More than 85 per cent 
believe that Germany would not 
only try to extend its influence to 
South America but would also seri- 
ously interfere with our vital inter- 
ests in foreign trade. More than 
70 per cent believe that Germany 
would try to seize territory on this 
side of the ocean, 61.7 per cent 
think it would join with Japan in 
an attempt to dominate the world 
and 53.9 per cent that Germany 
would attack the U. S. on its own 
territory as soon as it could. How- 
ever, only 27.7 per cent believe that 
the threat from Germany would 
force us to surrender our liberties 
to a dictatorship. 

“Fifth Column” in U. S. 

It is the belief of 71 per cent that 
Germany has already started to or- 
ganize a “fifth column” in this coun- 
try. More than 70 per cent favor 
locking up or deporting Communi- 
ist and Nazi sympathizers. 

The survey for May showed that 
the public opposed a third term for 
Roosevelt by a margin of about 8 
per cent. Now it looks as if the Re- 
publicans will have excellent 
chances if Roosevelt does not run 
but that Roosevelt will be re-elected 
if he does run. Once Roosevelt 
became definitely a candidate the 
third-term precedent might arise to 
bedevil him and give the Republic- 
ans something to shoot at. These 
are suppositions. But the strongest 
probability is that the war crisis 
has immeasureably strengthened

U. §. BOUGHT FRENCH GOLD 
LAST WEEK, OFFICIALS SAY 


Metal Transported to America in 
U. 8S. Cruiser Returning 
From Abroad. 


WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP).— 
A large amount of gold purchased 
by the United States from France 
was brought. to this country last 
week by the cruiser Vincennes, of- 
ficials disclosed yesterday. 

A joint statement by the Treas- 
ury and Navy Departments said: 
“Some time ago the United States 
purchased a sum of gold from the 
French Government. It was trans- 
ported to the United States aboard 
the U. S. S. Vincennes which was 
returning home from abroad.” 

The daily Treasury statement 
last Friday showed a $250,000,000 
increase in Government gold hold- 
ings, an amount equal to an entire 
month’s imports under normal cir- 
cumstances. The Vincennes had 
been on duty off Portugal and 
brought the cargo with it on its re- 
turn to the Brooklyn navy yard, 
thus eliminating insurance and 
other charges the Government ordi- 
narily must pay. Gold shipments 
from France usually come to the 
United States via Canada on com- 
mercial vessels.

publican national convention, and 
that is the overpowering desire to 
beat Roosevelt. If it were not for 
this factor, the convention would 
be in danger of being smashed to 
pieces—after the manner of the 
famous Democratic conclave of 1924 
—by the conflicting emotions 
aroused by the war. What holds it 
together is the desire to get “that 
man” out of the White House. 

That Roosevelt will run is taken 
for granted. His shadow, with the 
shadow of the European conflict, 
lies athwart the entire proceedings. 
The “beat Roosevelt” wish—or ob- 
session—is strong enough to cause 


the differences over foreign policy, 
and al] other differences, to be sub- 


merged. 

Young Gov. Stassen of Minnesota 
made a better-than-average keynote 
speech. Eut he delivered it to a 
curiously lethargic lot of delegates 
—toward the end, a positively som- 
nolent lot. He deserved a better 
hearing. He got applause, to be 
sure, when his voice demanded it, 
but almost the only bursts of real 
enthusiasm were those evoked by 
the passages of which keynote 
speeches are conventionally made— 
the old sure-fire “turn the rascals 
out” stuff. When Stassen “poured 
it on” the President and the New 
Deal, cries of “more, more” rose to 
him from the floor and the gal- 
Jleries. This was the sort of thing 
they wanted. Sitting through the 
rest of the speech was just an or- 
deal to be patiently and politely 
borne till the convention could get 
down to the absorbing business of 
nominating its candidates. 

So it was also with the speech 
yesterday by the permanent chair- 
man, the popular Joe Martin of 
Massachusetts, minority leader of 
the House. Such enthusiasm as he 
succeeded in arousing came from 
the old political hokum—variants 
on the eternal political theme of 
the “failure and futility and broken 
promises” of the opposition. 

Compromise on Foreign Policy. 

There is nothing inspiring about 
compromise—and meaningless com- 
promise is the expedient to which 
the convention has been driven on 
the only issue (except the issue of 
the New Deal itself) in which the 
convention is interested. That is 
the issue centering about the for- 
eign relations of the United 
States. 

It isn’t a simple, black-and-white 
issue. For want of better terms, one 
can only fall back on the words 
‘isolationism” and “international- 
ism” to describe it. Over-simplified 
though ttis distinction is, the 
words do represent two different 
states of mind that are emotionally 
in conflict here as they are 
throughout the country. They can 
be described briefly as the mental 
attitudes, or schools of thought, 
represented on the one hand by 
William Allen White, ardent ex- 
ponent of aid to the Allies, and, on 

the other hand, by such men as 
Hamilton Fish and Senator Gerald 
Nye. 

Both sides are for keeping out 
of war; both sides are for aid to 
“oppressed peoples”—that beautiful- 
ly straddling phrase of the platform 
framers. There is between them a 
marked difference of emphasis, a 
difference that is felt by most of 
the delegates here rather than 
formulated in words. 

How real is this cleavage, how 
potentially disruptive of party har- 
mony, has been made manifest by 
the anguish of the platform mak- 
ers in their 10-day struggle to write 
a foreign policy plank. What they 
had to do, if they were not to pro- 
voke a fight on the floor of the 
convention, was to turn out a plank 
that would reconcile two con- 
dictory emotions. They had to 
make the Republican party a 
“peace party”; they hoped some- 
how to hang on the Democratic 
party the label of “war party”; 
yet at the same time they were 
afraid of the effects of a possible 
successful counter-effort by the 
Democrats to label the G. O. P. 
the “peace at any price party.” 

It was a problem to try the wis- 
dom of Solomon, and it was re- 
solved, of course, politically. That 
is to say, there emerged a plank 
into which anybody can read any- 
thing he pleases. 

Nominee’s Views to Count. 
The plank now looks vastly im- 

portant. It will later be seen to 
have been a one-day headline. What 
will be important in tue campaign 
is the attitude of whoever may be- 
come the presidential nominee. The 
words of the platform about for- 
eign relations won't matter a rap. 
If an issue is made out of the 
relations of the United States with 
the rest of the world, that issue 
will be determined by the words 
of Mr. Willkie or Mr. Taft or Mr.

—No-one is having more fun at the 
Republican convention than the 
dowager queen of the party, Mrs.

Her hair is barely 
turning gray, and she uses glasses 
only for reading. 

She lives in a New York apart- 
ment, serves as treasurer for a Re- 
publican women’s committee, and 
intends to work in this campaign. 
She anxiously stops young people, 
beams up at them, and says:

Evasive on Negro Issues. 
Willkie was evasive on two dan- 
gerous political questions. When a 
Negro reporter, who said he was 
speaking for 13,000,000 Negroes, 
asked whether he would support a 
Federal anti-lynching bill, the can- 
didate said he would want to study 
the bill to see if it was constitu- 
tional. 

“Assuming that such a law would 
be constitutional,” the Negro per- 
sisted, “would you favor it?” 
Willkie replied that if the bill 
were constitutional he “might con- 
sider it.” 

On firmer ground, he declined to 
say specifically whether he disap- 
proved of the Civil Service Com- 
mission’s present rule requiring 
photographs of all applicants for 
Federal jobs. Organized Negro 
groups have insisted that the pho- 
tographs should be replaced by 
fingerprints, because the  photo- 
graph permits discriminations 
against Negro applicants. 

Willkie said he could not give 
specific answers to such questions 
until he had studied the reasons 
for the civil service rule. In gen- 
eral, he declared, he was against 
any discriminations in Federal serv- 
ice, whether for racial] or religious 
reasons. 

The two questions—on anti-lynch- 
ing and alleged civil service dis- 
criminations—are the two stock 
tests of many organized Negro 
groups, and Willkie’s answers were 
not the kind to bring Negro sup- 
port. 

“Investigated” for Years. 
Willkie also declined to name a 
single New Deal agency which had 
“investigated” him, although he has 
repeatedly asserted that such “in- 
vestigations” have been going on 
for years. He said that he had tes- 
tified and had been cross-examined 
by countless congressional commit- 
tees, but when it was pointed out

Favors “Honest” TVA. 

Willkie said it would be unreal- 
istic for the Government to turn 
TVA back to the private utilities 
now, but declared the TVA should 
be conducted by honest bookkeep- 
ing. 
TVA, he said, had been given in 
an interview published recently in 
the Knoxville News-Sentinel. 

He had no fault to find with the 
Rural Electrification Administra- 
tion, declaring that supplying of 
power to rural communities was a 
“social, not an economic problem.” 
Six and a half years ago, he said, 
he had asked President Roosevelt 
to sponsor a $100,000,000 revolving 
fund for a setup comparable to 
REA, but nothing was done about 
it at the time. 

Willkie and Hoover both  op- 
posed President Roosevelt’s plan 
for compulsory national training, 
but disagreed on methods. The 
former President said he 
against semi-military training and 
would prepare young people for 
industry through an expansion of 
the present educational system by 
Federal appropriations, notably the 
vocational training schools, which 
he claimed he had established. This 
‘could be done quicker than by the 
setting up of training camps, he 
contended. 

Willkie favored the training of 
youth by industries, with the Fed- 
eral subsidy in the form of reduced 
taxes for those plants giving such 
training. 

Prepare for Peace, Hoover Says. 

Hoover told reporters that this 
country should be preparing now 
for the peace that must eventually 
follow the European war. 

“There must be some form of 
organized action by this Govern- 
ment,” he declared, “to protect 
American laborers and farmers 
from European totalitarian econom- 
ic competition. 

“Our own tariff wall is a puny 
thing, compared with the walls 
erected by the totalitarian govern- 
ments, as shown before the war.” 

Hoover favored some form of 
pressure by this country for a sta- 
ble peace in Europe and for the 
amelioration of hate, but hastened 
to add that he was not suggesting 
that we should take part in a peace 
conference. 
pressure might be exerted by gov- 
ernmental direction of mass feed- 
ing in Europe. 

“Tf it is a short war,” he de- 
clared, “there will be a short fam- 
ine; if there is a long war, we shall 
see the worst famine in all history.” 

The problem, he declared, was too 
large for charity, because, for in- 
stance, in the last war it had cost 
$25,000,000 a month merely to feed 
Belgians. 

Amplifying his speech of last 
night, the former President said 
he favored getting some of the $19.- 
000,000,000 of gold into circulation, 
especially international circulation. 
We could trade this gold for useful 
metals, he declared, even if we had 
to build up a 25-year supply of 
such industrial needs. 

“With our gold supply four times 
| the amount of money in circula- 
tion,” he said, “there would be no 
danger in having a convertible cur- 
rency in this country. A lot of 
people would like to see a gold piece 
again. It would help create confi-

PHILADELPHIA. 
HE move to gang up on Will- 
Tice if there ever was one, 
doesn’t seem to be going s0 
well. The dive-bombing attacks

duds, 

It may be a little clearer what 
a Republican is, but the definition 
of a Democrat is dim. The politi- 
cal division in this country is large- 
ly New Dealers on one side against 
all others. The New Dealers have 
swiped so much old Republican 
stuff and the Republicans have 
swallowed so much of theirs, that 
the issue is largely a question of 
getting the best possible manage- 
ment for the country in these dan- 
gerous days. 

The Republicans are going to 
say that it has had only misman- 
agement, but to make that line 
click they have got to nominate a 
manager. Nobody is saying that 
Mr. Willkie is not a manager, On 
the contrary, that is where he far 
outshines all rivals and this con- 
vention seems to be sensing that 
more clearly every hour. 

Hobbles Become a Weapon. 

I talked with a man who trailed 
Mr. Willkie on his recent Western 
trip in country where the utility 
business is about as popular as 
smallpox. This trained observer 
confirmed what this writer has fre- 
quently said and long believed — 
that using those very hobbles as a 
weapon and his record in lowering 
power rates as a text, Mr. Willkie 
can take the worst anti-utility com- 
munity in the country as neatly and 
quickly as Hitler took Paris. At 
least he did it on this trip. 

As for reciprocal trade treaties, 
the war has. made them a dead 
issue for the moment and nobody 
knows what internationa! trade 
will look like at the end of it and 
hence what our tariff policy must 
be. As I understand Mr. Willkie, 
he is for the old McKinley-Taft 


type of reciprocal tariffs, which is 
bi-lateral tariff concession country- 
by-country for a definite quid pro 
quo. 

That is very different from Mr. 
Hull’s policy which extends the 
benefit of every concession to a 
particular nation to all nations 
with which we have a “most fa- 
vored nation” treaty. That is a 
method for gradually lowering all 
American tariffs whether we re- 
ceive an offsetting benefit or not. 
That is what many farmers, espe- 
cially in the Northwest, oppose. I 
do not understand that this fire 
hits Mr. Willkie at all. It is a 
confusion in terms. 

Defense the Real Issue. 

After all, there is only one real 
issue—national defense. That just| 
now means supreme industrial ef-| 
fort. This administration is al-| 
lergic to industry and does not un-| 
derstand it. Nothing but continued | 
blunders can reasonably be expect- 
ed. Neither Mr. Taft nor Mr. 
Dewey has either experience or con- 
tact in this field, where Mr. Willkie 
is a light shining brighter than any 
other candidate regardless of 
party. 

Finally, the object of the conven- 
tion is to nominate a man who can 
win this election against one of the 
most persuasive campaigners that 
ever took the hustings. 

Mr. Taft is just another politician 
with no apparent campaign “it” 
whatever. Mr. Dewey has more, 
but in the present contest and more 
every day he seems too trivial. 
Delegates will have to use imagina- 
tion and forecast what their cham- 
pion actually is going to look like 
in the lists. Mr. Willkie is giving 
them a preview of tha every day 
—and so are his rivals.

WASHINGTON, June 26 (AP).— 
The Treasury tied up again today 
American assets of the Belgian 
Government and the Belgium Na- 
tional Bank. 

President Roosevelt “froze” these 
assets immediately after Germany 
invaded the country, but the Treas- 
ury a few days later exempted the 
Belgian Government and the Na- 
tional Bank.

OT being so well posted on 
Nive intricacies of racing 

plates, we appealed to a guy 
who has spent 40 years caring 
for the feet of race horses by 
fitting them with comfortable 
shoes. . . You yourself won't 
have to be told how much dif- 
ference, even in walking, the 
fit of your shoe can make. . 
That goes for Mr. Equus him- 
self. 

Thanks to our informant, J. 
M. Newton of Elizabethtown, 
Ky., now operating at Fairmount, 
we learned all about what the 
well-shod filly and colt should 
wear. Here’s the dope: 

STICKER—Shoe with curva- 
ture on the outside of the heel, 
commonly used for muddy tracks. 

BAR PLATE—A normal shoe 


with a bar welded between the 


two heels, used on horses suf- 
fering from quarter-cracks to 
prevent the hoof from spread- 
ing. 

TIPS—Shoes minus heels, with 
an inch or more of the heel cut 
off. Used on horses likely’ to 
strike and cut their own legs, 
inflicting “speed cuts.” 


TOE PLATE — Simple plate 


with a toe in the center. 
PLAIN PLATE—Plain, flat 
shoe with no toe and no heel, 


largely used on juveniles so 
that their greenness will not re- 
sult in injury to themselves. 

RIMS—Almost obsolete. A flat 
shoe with a rim all around it. 
Abandoned because it raised the 
horse’s toe and contributed to 
self-injury. 

BLOCK AND STICKER—Plate 
with raised block on inside heel 
and sticker turned on outside. 


Tends to widen close-running 
horse’s stride.

19 and 26 years old, with at least 
two years of college education, may 
present themselves at naval recruit- 
ing stations throughout the coun- 
try as candidates for voluntary 
training leading to line-officer com- 
missions in ths Naval Reserve. 
This was announced yesterday by 
President Roosevelt at his press 
conference. The program antici- 
pates the enlistment of 5000 men. 
The course will begin with a 
month’s training at sea, and the 
Navy Department will make availa- 
ble three battleships in the Atlan- 
tic. The first cruise will commence 
about July 16 on the Wyoming. The 
embryo officers will receive inten- 
sive training in gunnery, naviga- 
tion, communications amd watch- 
standing at sea. During this period 
the students will receive no pay, 
but the Government will provide 
railway fare, food, lodging, uni- 
forms, books and equipment. 


Three-Month Shore Instruction. 

After the completion of the 
month’s cruise, candidates will be 
selected on a competitive basis for 
appointment by the Secretary of the 
Navy as Naval Reserve midship- 
men, and will be eligible for fur- 
ther instruction ashore for’ three 
months. They will receive the 
same pay and allowances as mid- 
shipmen of the regular navy. Those 
who successfully complete the 90- 
day course will obtain commis- 
sions as ensigns in the volunteer 
naval recerve. 

“If present world conditions con- 
tinue,” said a statement issued at 
the White House, “there will be 
opportunity for many naval re- 
serve ensigns to serve on active 
duty in the fleet with full pay and 
allowances.” 

The first 90-day course will be 
conducted on the U. 8S. S. Illinois 


at New York. Should the number 
of applicants exceed its capacity, 
arrangements will be made for in- 
struction in the Chicago, San Fran- 
cisco and New Orleans areas. Fa- 


‘men will be available at the Naval 
Academy in Annapolis beginning 
in February, 1941. 

Candidates must present birth 
certificates proving they are Amer- 
ican born and between 19 and 26 
lyears old, abstracts of their college 
lrecords and written recommenda- 
tions from two responsible citizens. 
Those under 21 must have _ the 

igned consent of their legal guar- 
pr Physicial requirements for 
‘acceptance will be equivalent to 
‘those for Naval Academy graduates 
who are commissioned in the regu- 
lar navy. Careful checks will be 
made in order to obtain students 
with high mental and physical 
qualifications. 

Enlistments will be made pri- 
marily at the headquarters of the 
various naval districts, in Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia, Wash- 
ington, Norfolk, Charleston, Great 
Lakes, Ill., San Diego, San Fran- 
cisco and Seattle.

AIR BOARD SAYS 
CAA DIDNT ACTON 
SAFETY PROPOSAL 


Statement Attacks Agency 
for Failing to Ground 
Single-Engine Beechcraft 


Biplanes.

WASHINGTON, June 26.— The 
Air Safety Board, to pass out of 


existence next Monday, attacked 
the Civil Aeronautics Authority, in 
a statement issued today, for fail- 
ing to act on the board’s recom- 
mendation that single engine Beech- 
‘craft biplanes be grounded. The 
recommendation was made, the Air 
‘Safety Board reported, because of 
‘Structural failure in flight of six 
| planes. 

| The CAA is to lose its independ- 
ent status through transfer next 
Monday to the Department - of 
Commerce, as part of President 
Roosevelt's reorganization plan, 
which includes abolition of the Air 
Safety Board. 

Outlining the causes of the con- 
troversy which has developed as 
the two Government agencies are 
about to part official company, the 
board cites the latest crash of a 
Beechcraft, at Catskill, N. Y., 
June 4. 

Refers to Recommendation. 

This accident “would have been 
avoided,” the Air Safety Board 
said, “if the Authority had acted 
promptly to effectuate the board's 
recommendation of May 24.” The 
board contends further that the 
Authority “has been wholly un- 
warranted in allowing the _ con- 
tinued use of this type aircraft, 
either by private owners or charter 
‘operators catering to an unsuspect- 
ing public, pending the outcome 
of a scientific recheck.” 

Recommendations transmitted to 
the Authority on May 24, the Safe- 
ty Board statement asserts, were 
as follows: 

“That the Civil Aeronautics Au- 
thority take immediate steps to 
ground all aircraft of this manu- 
facturer having wing and aileron 
structure of the same design as 
that involved in these accidents 
pending an examination of the 
failed parts by the Nationa] Bu- 
reau of Standdrds, and completion 
of vibration tests on a similar mod- 
el airplane now being initiated at 
Wright Field, Dayton, O., to deter- 
mine the susceptibility of these 
airplanes to destructive flutter in 
flight. 

“That, in addition to the above, 
the Authority immediately take 
steps to have the National Advis- 
ory Committee for Aeronautics in- 
dependently conduct all necessary 
vibratory and flight tests with an 
aircraft of this model to establish 
its aerodynamic characteristics and 
its structural adequacy under all 
conditions of flight, especially in 
the presence of marked atmospher- 
ic turbulence.” 

Gives List. 

The six structural failures of 
single-engined Beechcraft biplanes, 
during the last two years, are 
listed by the Safety Board as fol- 
lows: Louen, Miss., June 19, 1938, 
four fatalities; Wichita, Kan., Aug. 
30, 1939, one fatality; Farmhaven, 
|Miss., Nov. 12, 1939, three fatalities; 
Kings Creek, 8. C., May 10, 1940, 
one fatality; Jamestown, es ee 
May 19, 1940, five passengers 
aboard, no fatalities; Catskill, N. 
Y., June 4, 1940, one fatality. 

Tom Hardin, chairman, and C. 
B. Allen, vice-chairman, of the 
Safety Board, added that the board 
“now has reason to believe” that 
the crash of another airplane of 
this type near Casey, Ill., on Jan. 
12, 1940, killing four persons, was 
primarily due to destructive flut- 
ter in the wing structure of the 
airplane, rendering it uncontroll- 
able.” 

In a reply to the Safety Board 
statement, the authority asserted 
that “the facts are that the author- 
ity took action immediately upon 
receipt of the board’s report.” 
Says Order Was Sent to Owners. 

“The Safety Board’s first recom- 
mendations, submitted May 24, 
‘asked for the grounding and test- 
‘ing of Beechcraft biplanes, having 
lwing and aileron structure of the 
Same design as that of the planes 
‘involved in accidents occurring on 
|May 10 and May 19,” the Authority 
said. 

“This clearly referred. to Beech- 
craft of the E17 and FI17 types. 
On May 25 the Authority wired all 
owners of such types in the United 
States forbidding them to fly at 
speeds greater than 160 miles an 
hour in smooth air or 140 miles an 
hour in rough air, and prohibiting 
entirely their flight by instruments, 
through clouds or fog. 

“The Authority did not order the 
grounding of these planes because, 
las every aeronautical engineer 
‘knows, the phenomenon of ‘flutter’ 
‘can occur only within certain small 
anges of speed for any particular 
‘airplane design.” 

Beechcraft planes are manufac- 


jtured by the Beech Aircraft Cor- 


poration, Wichita, Kan., and are 
‘popular with private owners and 


icharter operators because of their 
‘speed.

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RESULTS OF THE CHRISTIAN FRONT TRIAL. 

Probably a good many citizens feel a sense of 
disappointment over the outcome of the trial of 14 
Christian Front members, rounded up by the FBI 
last January and accused of conspiracy to overthrow 
the Government. This organization is on record with 
a dangerous and undemocratic philosophy of action. 
Many persons will regret that a jury in New York 
Federal Court could not be convinced that these mem- 
bers had also engaged in a revolutionary plot. 
Viewing the thing realistically, however, there is 
actually reason for a degree of gratification over 
the nine acquittals and five mistrials. The jury 
was carefully chosen, but the protracted trial took 
place at a time of rising public feeling over the threat 
to America from events abroad, and of an increas- 
ingly frenzied hunt for alleged fifth-column members. 
That the jury could keep its head in such an at- 
mosphere, that its verdict was based on evidence 
rather than emotion, testifies that American courts 
are still free and war-inspired delirium has not de- 
throned justice. 
Meanwhile, the augmented FBI is on the alert. It 
may be depended upon to cope with any conspiracy 
that comes along. Equally important for the security 
of our democracy is the assurance that every person 
accused of such activities will get his day in court.

WORKERS HOURS

WPA workers employed on na- 
tional defense projects will be per- 
mitted, beginning Monday, to work 
more than the 130 hours a month 
to wihch they have ben limited in 
the past, Maj. B. M. Harloe, chief 
engineer for the WPA, told region- 


al and State WPA administrators at 
their annual meeting at Hotel Jef- 
ferson yesterday. 

Relaxation of the hours-per- 
month restriction is only one of the 
steps taken by Congress to permit 
the relief agency to expedite the 
nation’s preparedness program, 
Maj. Harloe said, in explaining de- 
tailed provisions of the $975,650,000 
WPA appropriation bill which 
awaits President Roosevelt's signa- 
ture. About 90 administrators from 
throughout the country and key 
executives from Washington = are 
attending the three-day meeting, 
which opened yesterday with Col. 
F. C. Harrington, Commissioner of 
Work Projects, presiding. 

On projects certified by the War 
or Navy departments as important 
to the national defense, Commis- 
sioner Harrington will be author- 
ized to allocate not to exceed $25,- 
000,000, during the fiscal year be- 
ginning Monday, for non-labor pur- 
poses. This will be in addition to 
the $6 per worker per month which 
the agency has been permitted to 
spend for non-labor purposes’ in 
the past. Non-labor expenditures 
are for equipment, materials and 
similar items. 

Sponsors’ Difficulties Eased. 


Under this regulation, Maj. Har- 
loe said, work on important de- 
fense construction will be able to 
proceed without delay which might 
result from a sponsor’s difficulty 
in raising the ordinarily required 
25 per cent of the total cost.

LEOPOLD'S WEAKNESS 
FATAL 10 HIS NATION 


Belgian King a Strange and 
Melancholy Person — His 
Career Sketched. 


By M. W. FODOR 
(Editor’s note: Fodor, corre- 
spondent for the Chicago Daily 
News—Post-Dispatch foreign serv- 
ice, has just returned from the 
European war front.) 
NEW YORK, June 26.— King 


Leopold III, deprived of the affec- 
tion and respect of his Belgian sub- 
jects, lives today in a Belgian 
castle as the virtual prisoner of the 
invading Nazis. Now the story can 
be told of the strange young man 
whose defection left his former .Al- 
lies in so desperate a situation. 
In Leopold’s defense, one thing 
can be said: from childhood he was 
a lonesome, unhappy person. I 
cannot refrain from comparing him 
with the Duke of Windsor. In the 
eyes of both men, to whom Provi- 
dence had awarded important 


tired expression. 

I first saw Leopold 23 years ago 
in England. The 15-year-old heir 
to the Belgian throne was visiting 
a Yorkshire aristocrat. In these 
days of exile, resulting from the 
1914 German invasion of his coun- 
try, Leopold first acquired his sad 
mood, his quaint ways and speech. 
It is interesting that Leopold’s Eng- 
lish host later became a_ stanch 
pro-Nazi and often entertained Von 
Ribbentrop when that ineffable 
gentleman was Ambassador to Eng- 
land. 

One cannot minimize the influ- 
ence of Leopold’s Bavarian blood. 
His mother, Queen Elizabeth, was 
of the Bavarian royal house that 
has produced many melancholy and 
eccentric figures. 

Father Always Pro-French. 

Why Leopold embarked on a for- 
eign policy so different from that 
of his pro-French father, King Al- 
bert, it is difficult to say. At any 
rate, it can be said that had Al- 
bert not been killed in a mountain- 
climbing accident in 1936 Belgium 
would never have given up the mili- 
tary alliance that it concluded with 
England and France at the end of 
the last war. Albert had always 
been pro-French. Leopold’s views, 
when he was a child, clashed with 
those of his father. 

Leopold was 35 years old when 
he succeeded to the throne. As

Wednesday, June 19, we arrived 
at night near a British port, but 
German submarines were Waiting 
for us, and the English Warship 
which convoyed us, told us to fol. 
low without asking where we were 
being conducted. Thursday we ar. 
rived at sunset at another port, The 
landscape was beautiful; the 
French were greatly impressed by 
the magnificent bay and were told 
that it was big enough to hold the 
whole English and French fleet to 
gether. 


Warm Welcome in London. 


We stayed there the whole night, 
while seagulls screamed around the 
boat. Friday morning at dawn all 


the French on board cheered the 
Captain with a triple hip-hip-hoo- 
ray, and afterwards went ashore, 
They had tea in the harbor mas. 
ter’s house, and he told them that 
Nelson had had tea in the same 
room before leaving for Trafalgar, 
The train was waiting, and a few 
hours later, on the night of June 
21, the French arrived in London, 
where a warm welcome was given 
them by the English Government,

The night before, one of us had 
dined in a restaurant at Bordeaux 
with a politically prominent 
Frenchman to whom an important 
foreign diplomat expressed the sen- 
timent not to reject the English 
proposal but to continue to fight, 
as either way France would be 
ruined for 50 years at least. The 
reply of the French politician was 
that, with German help the French 
could beat the Communists. 


From the English warship, we 
were transferred to a small boat 
which took us to a big English 
cargo ship returning from Monte- 
video. At the time of embarking, 
a large German bomber appeared 
in the sky and headed straight for 
us. Fortunately, the French anti- 
aircraft batteries on the _ shore 
opened fire, and the bomber was 
heavily damaged. We saw it burst 
into flames as it tried to get away. 

We stayed in port for another 
24 hours, waiting for other English 
passengers, mostly officers of the 
Royal Air Force or the British 
staff, and while waiting, German 
bombers were above us all the time. 
On board there were 45 officers, 
whose behavior was admirabe. 
They gave their cabins to 280 peo- 
ple.

cense “is not entitled to be pro- 
tected from competition,” the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission 
ruled today. 
In denying a petition by the 
WLEU Broadcasting Co., of Erie, 
Pa., for reconsideration of a deci- 
sion authorizing a competitor sta- 
tion there, the commission said: 
“It is a direct contradiction of

Exercising 


at Home

F YOUR work confines you to 
 oxtice or home, and little time 
is free for outdoor activity, you 
simply must do a few home calis- 


thentics daily to keep vour figure 
streamlined and your pep up to 
par. It is surprising how a few 
simple rolls on the floor and a 
couple of bending-over movements 
will wake up your lazy circulation 
(even if the day is warm) and 
make you feel you can take what 
comes! 

Don’t make the mistake of think- 
ing you can get by without exercis- 
ing just because it is hot weather. 
Our bodies have a lot of little 
muscles and big muscles which 
need stretching every single day. 
When you neglect to get a muscle 
workout, so to speak, your body 
grows sluggish, your mind dull 
and your spirit droops as rapidly 
as the thermometer rises! 

In the morning when you get out 
of bed, spread a blanket on the 
floor and exercise. 

For Hip Slimming: Sit with legs 
stretched out before you, feet to- 


gether. Brace yourself by placing 
both palms on the floor in back of 
your hips. Lean back and keep 
chin up. Now swing your left leg 
over the right with a good rolling 
motion. Swing it back to position. 
Then swing your right leg over 
your left. As you swing, as far as 
your leg can go, keep your other 
lez on the floor. You may do this 
to some swing music on the radio. 
Repeat entire exercise as many 
times as you desire. It is splendid 
for hip and waist reducing. 

Under Your Shower: Turn your 
shower on forcibly, soap your skin 
and rinse well. Then stiffen your 
left knee and relax your right knee. 
Turn so the force of the shower 
water hits your left hip. With 
both hands slap the hip forcibly 
from below. Then slap your right 
hip as the water runs on it. Change 
leg positions and repeat exercise. 

This smart slapping, as the wa- 
ter runs forcibly, gives your hips a 
very deep massage and is marvel- 
ous for reducing them. It also 
gives your abdomen, arms and 
shoulders a rapid workout if you 


slap quickly in rhythm. 

After doing this exercise, stand 
erect under the shower and force 
back your shoulder blades. Bend 
slightly forward from the waist so 
the shower water strikes your back. 
Swing rapidly from side to side so 
that the water will swish across 
your shoulders and down your 
spine. You'll love the refreshed 
feeling you get from that! 

End your shower bath routine 
by turning on the cold water for 
a moment, for a quick cooling, and 
then jump out from under it, 

After a slow drying, anoint your 
skin with your favorite summer 
cologne and you are ready for 
those fresh, cool undies you laid 
out the night before. 

So off to your work. Your day 
will be the brighter for the few 
minutes you spared giving your 
body what it needs!

If West were able to 
win, a 3-2 diamond break would be 
assured. ' 

If, on the diamond lead toward 


the K-9, East showed out, declarer 
would have lost no material trick. 
In that case the king would be 
played and the nine spot led back 
toward the jack in dummy, thus 
confining West to one diamond 
trick.

Don't Take My Word for It

TOMORROW—A noun. The day 
after today. 

Tomorrow is said to be one of 
the most beautiful sounding words 
in the English languag:, but not 
as the average American  pro- 
nounces it: “tuh-MAH-ruh.” There 
is a pronouncing quirk in the Amer- 
ican vocabulary for which I have 
never found a satisfactory explana- 
tion. Perhaps some reader can tell 
me why it is that most words end- 
ing in—o, as hello, echo, motto, 
ditto,. etc., are usually pronounced 
correctly, while words ending in 
—ow, as mellow, fellow, minnow, 
pillow are almost universally mis- 
pronounced “melluh, felluh, min- 
nuh, pilluh.” 

Some dictionaries attempt to ex- 


plain this pronouncing irregularity, 
but, it seems to me, not convincing- 
ly. At any rate, careful speakers 
will want to give to the last syllable 
of all these words the full, rounded 
and pleasing “o” sound, rather than 
the grunt-like “uh” sound so com- 
monly heard. 

The: first syllable of tomorrow 
rhymes with woo; the third syllable 
rhymes with toe. Correct pronun- 
ciation: too-MAH-roe (capitals in- 
dicate syllables to be accented).

I A great many middle-aged peo- 
ple who have progressive deafness 
are bothered more with the vertigo 
than they are with the deafness, 
The vertigo is due to changes in 
the organ of equilibrium, the semi- 
circular canals, which are connect- 
ed with the middle ear. 

A diet known as the Furstenberg 
Diet is based on the theory that 
the retention of sodium ions in the 
tissues of the inner ear is the cause 
of attacks of vertigo or Meniere's 
disease. The diet eliminates foods 
high in sodium. 

The diet is as follows: 

Group A—The following foods 
may be taken daily: Eggs, meat, 
fish and fowl as described: bread 
as desired; cereal, one of the fol- 
lowing—farfna, oatmeal, rice, puffed 
rice or puffed wheat; potato and 
one Or more servings of any of the 
following—(a) macaroni, (b) spa- 
ghetti, (c) rice, (d) corn, (e) cran- 
berries, (f) prunes, (g) plums; milk 
as desired: vegetables and fruit 
daily of any fruit and of any vege- 
table not included ir groups B and 
C, as desired. 

Group B—Foods to be avoided: 
All salt meats and fish, or bread, 
crackers and butter prepared with 
salt; carrots, clams, condensed 
milk, raisins, caviar, cowpeas, 
olives, spinach, cheese, endive, oys- 
ters. 

Group C—Foods to be taken no 
more than twice weekly: Lima 
beans, beets, buttermilk, cantaloup, 
cauliflower, celery, chard, dried co- 
conut, dried currants, dates, figs, 
horseradish, kohlrabi, limes, musk- 
melons, peanuts, peaches, mustard, 
pumpkin, radishes, rutabagas, 
strawberries, turnips, turnip tops, 
watercress. 

Note: All foods to be prepared 
and served without salt.

S there any diet for vertigo? 


WHAT ARE the common causes 
of poisoning in the United States? 


In children the commonest cause 
of poisoning is strychnine poison 
ing. Children get this in candy- 
coated or chocolate-coated cathar- 
tic pills containing strychnine along 
with aloes and belladonna. 

Among adults the commonest 
cause of poisoning in the United 
States today is by the use of the 
barbiturates—hypnotics used for 
sleeplessness. 

This is a new development en- 
tirely different from the incidence 
in former years of causes of poison- 
ing. Accidental poisoning with the 
barbiturates is rare although some- 
body sometimes takes an overdose 
for sleeping purposes. It is esti- 
mated that 1,200,000,000 grains of 
barbiturates are taken in the 
United States per year. 

The number of suicide deaths due 
to barbiturates in 1937 was over 
400.
